FIRST AMERICAN TIN ON THE MARKET. 


Seven Tons Taken from the Temescal Mines 
on Sale in San Francisco. 9 

San Franctsco, Cal., June 15.—[Special. ]— 
W. W. Stewart of the Temescal Tin Mines to- 
day placed on the market the first American 
tin ever offered in commercial quantities. 
This shipment includes 207 bars of pig-tin, 
weighing about fifty-six pounds each, and this, 
with the quantity sent here for exhibition, 
makes about seven tons. This quantity is to 
be offered first in the San Francisco ‘market, 


and what is not taken here will be shipped to 
the East. The most of this tin will probably 
be bought and consumed here, supplyin 


plumbers, tinners, and those who create the 
demand. It is claimed that in a few months 
the Temescal Mines will be abundantly able 
to supply the entire American market. 
Considerable correspondence about this 
supply has been exchanged between Manager 
E. M. Robinson of the mines and the Eastern 
tinplate manufacturers. The mines in ques- 
tion are said to be the richest in the world, 
and the managers claim their future produc- 
tion will be limited only by the market. Large 
stamp-mills, furnaces, etc., are in process of 
erection now, and an immense establishment 
will soon be completed. y 
„According to present plans,” said Mr. 
Stewart, the mines a year hence will be cap- 
able ofturning out 2,500 tons of tin a year, 
with an almost unlimited capacity for in- 
crease. The importance of this product will

FOND DU LAC INDIANS ON THE RAMPAGE. 


They Destroy a Dam and Threaten the 


Lives of Lumbermen. 

Croquzt, Minn., June 15.— Special. ]—Con- 
siderable excitement was created here this 
morning when it was learned that the no- 
torious Jim Coffey and ten other Indians had 
gone Sunday afternoon tothe Stony Brook 
dam, fourteen miles from Cloquet, armed 
with Winchester rifles, and arrested the man 
in charge of the dam and then cut away one 
of the gates, letting out a full head of water. 

By their act they have hung up high and dry 
about 4,000,000 feet of logs belonging to 
White & McDevitt. The Indians brought the 
arrested man to. the village on the 
reservation neer Cloquet and let him go. 
The Indians of the reservation, headed by 
Coffey, held a council last week and 
decided upon the act and also issued a procla- 
mation that any white man who attempted to 
do any work on the reservation would be 
killed. Shortly after the news was received 
White and McDevitt organized and armed 
with rifles and shotguns a posse of ten men 
and sent them to the dam to repair it,. and if 
necessary to use their guns if attacked. Blood 
may be shed, as it is rumored the Indians are 
determined and are well armed. Coffey said 
that the Indians could get no protection from 
Farmer Stack or Indian Agent Lehy, and are 
determined to protect themselves. The In- 
dians have also had trouble with the Duluth 
and Winnipeg railroad, and have notified that

MAYOR WASHBURNE PRESENTS HIS 
REASONS To THE ALDERMEN, 


No Disrespect Is Intended and His Policy 
Seems to Him Advisable—The Old Ex- 
position Building Gets a Knockout 
Blow~—An Order in the Interest of the 
New West Side Race Track and a Re- 
monstrance from the Ministers—Other 
Business. 


Mayor Washburne presided at the Councjl 
meeting long enough last evening to read the 
following message in reply to the criticism of 
Ald, Haynes and others on him for not having 
presided at recent sessions: 


based on hearsay 
reports as to the cause of my absence. While the 
charter authorizes the Mayor to occupy the chair, 
it does not empower the to Som- 
pel him to preside, nor to inflict penalties 
on him for abstaining. But it does confer by 
Art. 2, Sec. 38, the express authority on the 
Council to elect a Temporary Chairman in the 
absence of the Mayor. His absence therefore 
does not prevent the Council from doing business, 
nor does it impair the validity or the legality of 
its proceedings. . 
My absence from the char has not been for dis- 
respectful reasons or inappreciation of the digni- 
ties of the position. Neither am I insensible to 
the high honor of speakership of a body of so 
great powers and representing as many people as 
an average State in the Union. The reason of 
my absence is simply this: The exhaustive 
amount of executive duties which a new Mayor 
must perform; unacquaintance with the condi- 
tion of its unfinished business, which relates to 
its present proceedings, with lack of time to make 
a searching study thereof. 

I have deemed it the more advisable course for 
the Council to have a pro tem. presiding officer 
from among its older and more experienced mem- 
bers who are necessarily familiar with the rules 
and precedents of the Council and the business 
arising before it. 8 N 

My intention is to preside as often as 1 feel able 
and my daily duties will allow. At the same time 
Icannot avoid expressing the opinion that the 

has come for an amendment to the charter 
relieving the Mayor from this duty, though a high 
honor, and requiring the Board of Aldermen to 
elect annually from their body a Presi- 
dent to occupy the chair. The work of the 
Mayor increases both in magnitude and number 


of details with the rapid growth of the city. When 
the present requirement of the charter was en-. 


acted in 1872 Chicago had a population of 350,000, 
which since then has expanded intg over 1,200,000. 
Then the Mayor could preside over the Council 
and spare time from his executive duties to study 
rules and precedents and keep track of ali the 
Council’s doings, including the labors of its com- 
mittees. But when the executive duties of the 
Mayor have increased fourfold he can hardly 
be expected to tind time to assist the Aldermen in 
their legislative business to the former, or even to a 
satisfactory, extent. A Mayor, like any other man, 
if he has too many irons in the fire, is apt to have 
some of them neglocted and burned. 

From another point of view it has seemed 
me of doubtful wisdom and propriety, especi 
in a great city, to have the Mayor taking active 
official part in the formative stages of municipal 
legislation, which the charter makes it his imper- 
ative duty afterwards to review and approve or 
veto, with his reasons, made part of the record of 
the Council’s proceedings. But I shall not tres- 
pass on your time to discuss this phase of the sub- 
ject any further at present. 

The message was received in respectful 
silence. After he had read it the Mayor called 
Ald. Madden to the chair and sat in the vham- 
ber during the proceedings till adjournment.

SUFFERING FROM HEAT IN NEW YORK 


Dwellers in the. Tenement House Districts 
Sleep on the Roofs, 

Nzw York, June 15.-—[Special.]—New York 
experienced today the hottest weather ever 
known June 15. At 8 o'clock the thermom- 
eter registered 70°, which beats the record for 
the year atthat hour. At 11 o’clock it had 
jumped 14°, and there seemed every prospect 
that by, 3:30 p. m. the mercury would mount 
close up to the hundred. At noon the people 
sweltered in a heat of 89°, which is 2° ahead 
of the best previous record, and at 3:30 p. m. 
the thermometers in some parts of the city 
indicated 98°. Sergeant Dann’s records show 
that June 15, 1889. when the thermometer 
reached 87°, was the next hottest day to this. 
Those who came down-town in the morning 
unprepared for the torrid heat, wear- 
ing dark.-clothing and boiled shirts, 
found that they had m a mistake that 
entailed upon them untold miseries. They 
were bathed in pérspiration, their once im- 
maculate-linen was pulpy and clung to their 
forms with annoying intensity, and thein 
heavy clothing seemed to weigh tons instead 


of pounds. Usually there is a breeze from 


the bay that mitigates the burning rays of the 
sun, but until this evening this .was missing. 
The flags on the big buildings hung limp and 
motionless, the leaves on the trees in the 
parks scarely fluttered, and everywhere, 
especially in the tenement-house region, where 
the population is thickest, there was intense 


suffering. Tonight thousands of the dwellers 


in these regions will sleep on the roofs of 
their houses. and when these are too crowded 
will betake themselves to the sidewalk. The 
worst of it us that Sergt. Dunn predicts a con- 
tinuance of the hot weather for tomorrow, so 
that the 30,000 people who will. turn out for 
the Suburban will be apt to have a bad time 
of it. 
Reports from the leading cities in this State 
show that the intense heat is general. At Al- 
bany 98° is reported, while Hudson, the cool- 
est place heard from, tells of 96°. 

Advices from many towns in New England 
show a very sultry conditions of things. The 


reports received from Maine points show a 


range from 82° to 90°, the latter at Portland. 
Of thirty-eight towns in New Hampshire, but 
one shows below 90°, In Massachusetts 92° is 
the lowest temperature reported, but the hot- 
test place yet heard from is Providence, R. I., 
where the top notch of 107° was touched. 

The thermometer at Hartford registered 91° 
in the shade. Everything is dried up by the 
drought. Vegetation all over Connecticut is 
suffering for want of rain. 


Storms in the Northwest. 

Sr. Pav, Minn., June 15.--A heavy and drench- 
ing rain fell here this afternoon and reports from 
all parts of Minnesota and North and South Dako- 
ta show that the storm was of wide extent and gen- 
erally heavy. In most places it was a rain without 
other accompaniment, but near Atwater, Minn., 
lightning struck a new school house, killing Solo- 
mon Peterson and slightly injuring a number of 


others. 


Fatal Cases of Prostration in. Pittsburg. 

PrrrsspurG, Pa., June 15.—At the signal office 
today 93° was registered, though down on the 
streets 96° was recorded. Many cases of prostra- 
tion by heat are reported, though but two were 
fatal—an infant and a Slav.serving woman. Sev-

A Shower Cools Things in Burlington.

IN DEATH HE WAS DIVIDED. 


The Remains of Mad Anthony Wayne in a 
Pair of Graves. . 

There is no doubt that one portion of th 
body of General Wayne, the heroof Stony 
Point—“ Mad Anthony,” as he was popularly 
termed—was interred at the place where he 
died and the other in his native county, says 
the Detroit Free Press. His original burial 
place was Fort Presque Isle, upon the site of 
which the city of Erie, Pa., now stands; the 
other locality honored as his last resting place 
is Rednor Cemetery, In Chester County, Pa. 
This curious circumstance was brought about 
in the following manner: ; 

In the year 1815. the family of this famous 
man was given permission to remove his dust 
to Rednor, 4 opening the grave it was 
found that the y was partly petrified, and 
consequently very heavy. A medical friend 
of the family, recognizing the fact that it 
would be a very difficuit and costly task to 
transport the remains in that tion, de- 
termined as far as ible to remove the pet- 
rified flesh from bones, and this was ac- 
cordingly done. The bones were then care- 
fully packed up and delivered to the son, who 
was kept in ignorafice of the operation, and 
he conveyed the box containing the 
remains of his father’s body to his native 
county, where they were interred with ap- 
propriate ceremonies.

MWKINLEY’s 0 OPPRESSION OF THE EASTERN 
; WOOL-GROWEBS. . 

Last wetk’s report of the condition of the 
Boston wool market is: ! 

The feeling is not strong or satisfactory and 
dealers assert that they cannot afford to pay the 
high prices asked for the new crop. The demand 
for Ohio fleeces has been moderate, and the sales 
of the week were only 68,000 pounds of all kinds. 
Prices remain the same. 

Ohio fine delaines, which brought lust No- 
vember just after the higher duties of the Mo- 
Kinley bill had gone into force, from 36 to 37 
cents a pound, are quoted now at 35 to 36. 
Extra wool which was 82 to 33 cents a pound 
is now 30 to 31, and double extra which was 34 
to 35 is 31 to 32. 

On the other hand the increased importa- 
tions of foreign wools keep up amazingly in 
spite of the higher duties. There were re- 
ceived during April of this year 15,333,000 
pounds of wool of all kinds, as against 8,466,- 
000 for the same month in 1890. The imports 
of first-class wools which compete with the 
American product rose from 737,000 pounds @ 
in April, 1890, to 5,268,000 in April, 1891. 

There never was a more striking instance of 
the punishment which follows the violation of 
economic laws than is afforded by the course 
of the wool market since the passage of the 
McKinley bill. That measure had two special 
features. One of them, which was unojection- 
able, was the imposition on Canadian natural 
products of duties as high as those 
placed by the Dominion on American manu- 
factures. That was retaliatory legislation. 
The other and objectionable feature was the 
increase in the duties on foreign mixing 
wools for the professed purpose of wihning 
for the Republican party the votes of a million

Tosuch an extent did this desire 
prevail that crowds of people imitated the 
soldiers; - firemen, Tai men and 
bivouacked for the night in the vicinity of the 
remains of the broken bridge. : 

The details of the Moenchmstein disaster 
prove that the bridge broke down under the 
sheer weight of the locomotives. The first en- 
gine over abutment safely, but 
was back by the second engine when 
the whole fabric collapsed, the engines and 
train topplmg into the water. first 
engine went into the river chimney first and 
turned over on its side.. The second fell ver- 
tically and remains standing upright in the 
stream. Five carriages were precipitated 
into the water and were reduced to a mass of 
oe At the point where the accident 
occu the river is only four feet deep. All 
who who were killed (from seventy to eighty) 
were crushed to death.

immediately began the work of rescuing the 
sufferers, who were filling the air with shrieks 
and As soon as ible the fire 
brigade of Bale and a detachment of artillery 
arrived, and the search for the dead was 
begun. Seventeen bodies lying close together 
were first taken up and laid in an adjacent 
orchard. -The wounded who were unable to 
move were placed in ambulances and attended 
by doctors and were sent to Bale. 
From Bale special relief trains were speed- 
ily sent to the scene of disaster. As the

The whole night long the rescuers toiled, 
bringi an occasional survivor out of the 
ruins.

baby, while another child lay across her body.

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PRICES FOR AMERICAN MEAT. 


Why Higher in New York than in London 
—Effects of Competition. 

New York Post, June 13: Everybody does 
not know that the carcass of a bullock costs 
the retail butcher of New York City or vicinity 
from 9 to 914 cents per pound, while the same 
carcass, if at were shipped to London, would 
sell at 1 cent per pound less, notwithstanding 
the cost of transportation. This statement 
will be made by any of the wholesale ex- 
porting concerns in the meat trade of this city 
and the West. The Eastmans “company of 
Fifty-ninth street and the North River, John 
Nelson's Sons of Jersey City, Schwarzschild & 
Sulzberger, whose slaughter-houses are on the 
East River. Swift Brothers, and Armour & Co., 
whose headqtiarters are in Chicago, all ac- 
know the fact that American meat is 
more expensive at home than it is abroad, but 
they also in asserting that the New York 
consumer does not pay more than a just and 
normal — while the Londoner is benefited 
by the cheapening influence of excessive com- 
petition. : 

The metropolis of Great Britain consumes 
weekly from 15.000 to 20,000 carcasses that 
are shipped from this port. Their local distri- 
bution is concentra in Smithfield market 
and in the hands of incorporated stock com- 
panies, which went into the business with large 
capital and surplus and are prepared to keep 
up the struggle for supremacy until the time 
comes for assessing their stock.

Sprincrreip, III., June 15.—Gov. Fifer to- 
day approved Senate bill No. 377, amending 
the act to provide for the incorporation of 
cities and villages so as to provide that the 
amount of any special assessment for any

THE LEADING ISSUE ABROAD.

Examination of the 
hold showed that it was not leaking and it 
kept on its course, The death-stricken whale, 
followed by his comrades, was seen for f 
— hour lashing the water into crimson-tinted 

oam. 

Collisions with whales are sometimes at- 
tended with disastrous results. The ship Essex 
was sunk in the Pacific years ago by a hig 
whale. Old Capt. Roland C. Coffin used to 
tell the story of an American bark whose sides 
were crushed by a mad cow whale whose calf 
had been killed by the whalers, This whale 
made several a each time going off 
about half a mile and coming for the bark at 
full speed. The whale suffered, but the bark 
went to the bottom.
